According to official 
census figures, the combined population of District Five and 
Okkechobee County increased by 46 percént during the Fifties, 
from approximately 26,000 to 38,000 people. A combination of 
factors have contributed to your growth. FIRST. your wonderful 
location on beautiful Lake Okeechobee, your unparalleled cli- 
mate and the unlimited opportunity afforded from your black- 
gold-soil have all played a part. SECOND, you have been will- 
ing to experiment. You have built one of Flo-ida's largest cattle 
auction markets and you have contributed greatly to Florida's 
présent position as the fourth largest beef cattle raising state east 
of the Mississippi.
